' ical Pactions. 


STORY OF A TELEGRAPH OPERATOR

Dk>'VKR, Co lo , July 12.—A telegram 
■was received here last night telling o f 
pitched battle fo ught in the streets o f 
Vsleta, Tex., in which six perso na lo st 
their lives and a number, as yet unkno wn 
received wo unds mo re o r less serio u*. The 
co mbat is o ver fo r the present, but tht 
partisans o f bo th sides remain under arms 
pending a so lutio n o f the municipal diffi­ 
culties, either by peaceful means o r o ther­ 
wise. 
At an electio n held in April two tickets 
were placed in the field fo r the citiaens to 
select fro m. 
One party was led by an in­ 
telligent Mexican, and was styled the par­ 
ty o f the peo ple, while the o ther had at 
its head a man o f Hebraic descent by the 
name o f Oaal. and his was called the Re­ 
publican party. 
T w o H o s tile G o ve r n m e n ts . 
Intense excitement prevailed electio n 
day, and the strife fo r supremacy waged 
fiercely at the po lls—so fiercely, in fact, 
that when the ballo ts were co unted the re 
suit sho wed such a narro w margin o n 
each side that each felt justified in claim 
ing a victo ry, and the merits o f the ques­ 
tio n were never settled by disinterested 
perso ns. 
Two sets o f candidates were then swo rn 
in by co mplaisant adherents o f sufficient 
autho rity to give the actio n a semblance 
o f legality, and the little to wn sailed mer­ 
rily alo ng with two municipal flags wav­ 
ing o ver it. 
A Fight to the Heath. 
It co uld hardly be expected that, such 
an o rder o f things co uld exist witho ut a 
serio us clash o f autho rity and daily o ccur­ 
rences o f mo re o r less no te tended to swell 
the tide o f public excitement. 
Yesterday 
the mo nths o f turbulence culminated in a 
fight to the death between the suppo rters 
o f each o f the go vernments, which was 
waged with revengeful bitterness in the 
business streets. 
Bullets flew thick and 
fast, wires the telegraph o perato r there, 
and no t a few fo und a mo rtal resting place 
in the bo dies o f the participants in the 
blo o dy-t rife. 
Mo th Parties o n htianl. 
Ho t as was the warfare, and vigo ro usly 
as each side labo red to gain a decisive"hd- 
vantuge o ver the o ther at no matter what 
co st, when the co nflict ceased fo r the time 
being the co rdo ns o f the o ppo sing factio ns 
were seen in practically the same spo t as 
when the battle hegau. 
If is impo ssible 
fo ^hny o ne to venture o ut to co unt the 
dead o r care fo r the wo unded, further 
states the o perato r, but six bo dies, stiff 
and stark in death, he says, are plainly 
visible fro m his windo w, and it is feared 
that this-is by no means the extent o f the 
carnage.
